Wednesday evening, from Smithlield, 
Tex., for bu rial, was one of the most 
prominent and widely known railroad 
men in the 1’nited States, 
llis su c­ 
cess as a railroad official was most 
remarkable and there is hardly a sec­ 
tion of the cou ntry which has not 
been improved by roads, either con­ 
stru cted u nder hi> 
su pervision or 
while he was iti official capacity. Du r­ 
ing his career, he held practically 
every position on the railroad, from 
telegraph operator messenger to pres­ 
ident of the company, and was thor­ 
ou ghly acqu ainted with the bu siness. 
Yet, throu gh all the years of his ad­ 
vancement, he never made an enemy, 
j 
and was one of the most beloved and 
popu lar officials in the railroad eir- j 
cles. 
William K. Woodard was horn in 
Sidney, ()., Au gu st .10, 1841. 
At an 
early age he worked as messenger 
boy at Sandu sky, <)., and it was there 
that he tirst showed his ability and 
aptness, and from that time his life 
was one of promotion and advance­ 
ment. 
He was never content to per­ 
form his work simply a> well u s hi- 
fellow-employes, hu t made an earnest i 
effort to do better and this accou nted 
for his su ccess. 
After serving for a j 
short time as messenger, he was made ■ 
operator, and was one of the first 
telegraphers in the United States to j 
receive messages by sou nd, in most 
offices the instru ments being arranged 
to record the words on paper. 
He 
was soon offered a position in the 
dispatcher's office on the Ohio 
& Mis­ 
sissippi railroad (now the B. A O. 
S-W.) and was so employed for sev­ 
eral years at Cincinnati. 
While serving in thi> office, there 
was a sharp competition between a 
nu mber of companies in sending a tea 
train from St. Lou is to New York, 
and lie was instru cted to get the train 
throu gh in as short a time as pos­ 
sible. 
He su cceeded in arranging a 
better schedu le than the competing 
lines, and it was. this fact that brou ght 
him to the attention of tin* railroad 
world. 
He was promoted to su per­ 
intendent of the road and with General 
McClellan managed this system u ntil 
1868. 
In that year lie accepted tile 
position of su perintendent of the ML- j 
soiiT'i Pacific railroad and served in 
that capacity u ntil 1876. when he be­ 
came general su perintendent of the 
M., K. & T. railroad. 
He held this 
position for five years and then re-I 
tu rned to the O. A M. as vice-presi­ 
dent and general manager. 
In 1876 he was offered the position 
\ 
of general su perintendent of the Han- | 
nibal A St. Joseph railway, in which j 
capacity he served u ntil 1884. 
At 
the beginning of that year he became 
receiver and general manager of the

EXPERTS NEEDED IN BIG WORK 


Former President Argues That Great 


Government Has Much Labor Which 


Sensibly Should Be Turned Over by 


Congress and by the President to 


Commissions of Specially Equipped 
Scientists. 


Theodore Roosevelt, in the Out loo t 
declares in favor of a tariff commis­ 
sion in the following sensible words: 
“In the case of the tariff a u l ti, 
river and harbor legislation, what is 
needed in each case is ample provision 
for a commission of the highest peso- 
ble srade, composed of men who thor­ 
oughly know the subject and who pos­ 
sess every attribute required for Hie 
performance of the great and difficult 
task of framing in outline tile legisla­ 
tion that the country, as distinguished 
I from special interests, really needs. 
These men, from the very nature of 
; the case. will be wholly free from the 
local pressure of special interests so 
keenly felt by every man who is depen­ 
dent upon the vote of a particular dis­ 
trict every two years for his contin- 
nance in public life. 
Such a tariff commission could get 
at the facts of labor cost here and 
abroad by expert inquiry, and not by 
the 
acceptance 
of 
interested testi­ 
mony; 
such a commission could con­ 
fider dispassionately the probable eJ 
feet upon the entire social and econ­ 
omic body of a1! changes in any given 
branch or the tariff, and its recom­ 
mendations would represent the exer­ 
cise of careful judgment from a disin­ 
terested standpoint. 
Such a commission could work in 
harmony with the commissioner of la­ 
bor, so as to insure that the laborers 
for whom the tariff is passed get the 
full benefit of it; 
for the major part 
of the benefit of 
a 
protective 
tariff 
should unquestionably go to the wage­ 
workers. 
Even under such conditions of tar­ 
iff-making errors might be committed, 
but they would be merely those errors 
of disinterested judgment incidental 
J to every kind of public or. for that 
matter, private effort, and the work 
would not be hampered from the b e-! 
ginning by the need of gratifying pri­ 
vate selfishness. 
“It is only in this way that tariff 
legislation, river and harbor legisla 
Hon, and pension legislation can be 
treated trom the standpoint of princi­ 
ple and not from the very low stand­ 
point of privilege. 
As soon as business becomes at all 
complex- and nothing can be more 
complex than the business of a nation 
of a hundred million people—-it can 
only be performed by delegating to ex­ 
perts the duty of dealing with all that 
can be properly delegated. 
“It ic only by such delegation that it 
:s possible to secure the proper con- j 
sideration of the exceedingly impor­ 
tant business which can not properly 
be delegated. 
“It no more represents abdication of 
power on the part of congress to ap­ 
point a first class tariff commission 
than it represents abdication of power! 
on the part of the president to appoint 
a first-class country life or conserva­ 
tion commission, or than it represents ! 
abdication of power on the part of vo-1 < 
ters to elect as governor a man to 
whom they give all possible power to 
do his work well.”
